Ufa: 

Reliable and trustworhtj intelligence haa 
r^acLed here, showing that the long threat- 
ened ir.va.sion of Kentucky lias commenced. 
The rebel® have entered the State at several 
point®. Somerset is captured and in their 
possession. They are moving ou Glasgow 
and threaten Bowling Green. 

Kirby Smith, with about 16 t 0nQ men, 24 
pieces of artillery, and an adequate force of 
cavairy, is moving from East Tennesee, to 
eul off the supplies of our men at Cumber- 
land Gap, and compel .U evacuation; and 
advance force* of his command have already 
taken possession of Somerset and Monti- 
cello. The former point threatens our com- 
munication seriot.eiy. General Morgan has 
retired part of hie force to Barboursville to 
hold the place and aske for re-inforcemente. 
Morgan is still in the vicinity of Gallatin, 
and Lad driven off the Lands at work on the 
tunnel and broken the hand cars.

Attace on tup Steaukr Cebes — The 
steamer Ceres, Capt. Mitchell, in tbe em- 
ployment of the United States Government, 
arrived here this morning trom Vicksburg, 
which place abe left on the 23d inst. 

Capt. Mitchell informe us that on the 22d 
tbe Ceres was dispatched to a point twelve 
miles below Vicksburg, with between three 
and four hundred negroes, who had been in

By direction of the President of 
the United States it is hereby ordered that 
until further order no citizen liable to be 
drafted into the militia shall be allowed to 
go to a foreign county, aud ali marshals, 
deputy marshals, and military officere of 
the United States are directed, and all police 
authorities, especially at the ports of tbe 
United States, on the seaboard and on tbe 
frontier, are requested to see that this order 
is faithfully carried into effect. And they 
are hereby authorized and directed to arrest 
and detain any person or persons about to 
depart irom the United States in violation of 
this order, and report to Major L. C. Turner, 

Judge Advocate, at Washington city, for 
further instruction respecting the person or 
persons so arreeted or detained 

Second. Any person liable to draft who 
shall absent hini3elf from bia county or 
State before such draft ie made will be ar- 
reeted by any Provost Marshal or other Uni- 
ted State3 or State officer wherever he may 
be lound within the jurisdiction of the Uni- 
ted States, and conveyed to the nearest mili- 
tary post or depot and placed on military 
duty for tbe term of the draft, and the ex- 
penses of bis own arrest and conveyance to 
such post or depot, and also the sum of five 
dollars, as a reward to the officer who shall 
make such arrest, shall be deducted from 
his pay. 

Third. The writ of habeas corpus is here- 
by suspended in respect to all prisoners so 
arrested and detained, and in respect to all 
persona arrested fordisloval practices.

Ordered — First. That ali United States 
Marshals and Superintendents and Chiefs of 
Police of any town, city, or district, be and 
they are hereby authorized and directed to 
arrest and imprison any person or persons 
who may be engaged by act, speech, or writ- 
ing. in discouraging volunteer enlistments, 
or in r.ny way giving aid and comfort to the 
enemy, or in any other disloyal practice 
againt the United States. 

Second. That immediate report be made to 
Major L. C. Turner.

CITY ORDINANCE. 

Selling or Giving Liquor to Slaves. 

B E it ordained by the Board cf Counoilmeu of 
the city of Frankfort — 

g 1. That it any person, within tha limits of the 
city of F rankfort, rhall sell, give or lend to any 
sl&vo or slaves, of whioh Le is not the owner or 
hirer for the time being, any spirits ns or intoxi- 
cating liquor, in any quantity whatever, without 
the written permission of the owner or hirer of 
such slave or slaves, he shell, upon conviction 
thereof, bo fined One Hundred Dollars for avery 
such offense— one-fourth to go to the City Attor- 
ney, one-fonrth to the informer, and the halanoe 
to the City Treasury. 

k F The fact that a slave was seen to go into 
any house where liquor is ordinarily sold and 
oome out with liquor, or come out drunk or intox- 
icate^, if he was not in such condition when he 
went iu, shall be deemed sufficient evidence of the 
guilt of the party accused under the first section;
